Then bend the patch diagonal­ 
ly.

F it the patch in place and 
pu sh the pointed edges u nder the 
shingles on each side.

Copper flashing can be re pa ir­ 
ed by soldering another piece of 
copper over the broken area.

C are shou ld be taken when in­ 
serting patches u nder roof shin­ 
gles. P ry u p shingles carefu lly so 
that they don’t break. 


Co a t Under edg e 


Coat the u nderedge w ith roof­ 
ing cem ent. Use shm gle 
n a i l s 
throu gh the shingles and flashing 
and into the sheathing beneath. 
The cem ent will seal the n a i l 
holes. 


C om plete flashing replacem ent 
is best left to a roofer. And if 
you a re not su re-footed on ladder 
or roof, leave the patching to a 
roofer as well. 


Bu t even if you don’t do the 
w ork you rself, it’s a good idea to 
know the difference

Administrativ e agencies of the federal 
gov ernment, nev er distingu ished for their 
friendliness to the bu siness commu nity , con­ 
tinu e to erode what little 
confidence 
in 
gov ernment controls remains. 
Cu rrently it is the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, which has created an atmosphere 
of u ncertainty and fear which threatens to 
disru pt the well-established relationships be­ 
tween manu factu rers and retailers in tha 
apparel indu stry . 
It has long been the practice of manu ­ 
factu rers of apparel and other consu mer 
goods to grant adv ertising allowances to 
their retail distribu tors. 
In fact, there can be little dou bt that co- 
operaiv e 
adv erising 
play s 
an 
important 
part in the dev elopment of local markets 
atid the su ccess of 
mercantile 
establish­ 
ments. 


SECTION 2 of the Robinson-Patman Act, 
enacted in 1936 to eliminate price discrimina- 
l;on. establishes three standards for admissi- 
ole cooperatv e adv ertising plans: 
1. The plans mu st be av ailable to all 
cu stomers. 
2. Their 
av ailability 
mu st 
be 
made 


known to all cu stomers. 
3. Compensation 
mu st 
be offered on 
‘‘proportionally eq u al term s.” 
The first two grou nds for admissibility are 
clear, bu t the third is ambigu ou s and nev er 
has been adeq u ately clarified 
In an effort to enforce the third, the FTC 
has asked a large nu mber of firms in the 
apparel field to consent to cease-and-desist 
orders. 
The firms, howev er, are fearfu l that if they 
consent to desist from practices which hav e 
not been adeq u ately specified, they will ex ­ 
pose themselv es to charges of v iolating the 
law. 


RETAILERS hav e asked the FTC to ar­ 
range an indu stry conference to discu ss the 
problems of cooperativ e adv ertising. The re­ 
q u est was denied. 
As a resu lt, the fu tu re of cooperativ e ad­ 
v ertising is beclou ded by u ncertainty . 
Manu factu rers and retailers are not in- 
•t rested in v iolating the law. They simply 
want to know what the grou nd ru les are. 
And who shou ld be better q u alified to 
define them than the agency which enforces 
the law—the Federal Trade Commission? 


Sto u t, Secu re an d Exu ltan t 


The Kennedy administration is doing a 
first-rate job of fooling the American people 
abou t the grav ity of Cu ba.

Mu ch has been made of Sov iet 
Ru ssia’s agricu ltu ral difficu lties,

the pressu res to 
which Mr. Khru shchev is alleg­ 
edly su bjected by the bad old 
Stalinists, in and ou t of Ru ssia. 


Granted all these realties, they 
do not obscu re the su bstantial 
gains made by Mr. Khru shchev 
in the cold hard strategic facts 
of geography and international 
politics. 
It is. for instance, Mr. Khru sh­ 
chev who can factu ally boast to 
his cronies, 
Stalinist and non- 
Stalinist alike, that he has estab­ 
lished and consolidated the only 
new frontiers brou ght into being 
on the face of the globe du ring 
the past twm y ears, 


THE FIRST new frontier of 
cou rse 
ru ns right throu gh the 
middle of Berlin where one and 
a half million people who were 


formerly free to breathe the air 
of West Berlin any time they 
chase (and go to its shops, at­ 
tend its concerts, bu y its news­ 
papers. engage in its political ar­ 
gu ments 
hav e 
been 
enslav ed 
by The Wall. 
The second new frontier is of 
cou rse in Cu ba where (according 
to the latest figu res) some 10,- 
000 Sov iet bloc soldiers, sailors 
and technicians are helping Cas­ 
tro install “defensiv e” missiles. 
The third new frontier appears 
to be dawning in Laos where with 
American attention div erted else­ 
where, there seems little will to 
resist 
a 
creeping 
Commu nist 
take ov er. 


Some of Mr. Khru shchev ’s ac­ 
complishments hav e been more 
su btle, than geographic, althou gh 
they wou ld be properly appre­ 
ciated in the Sov iet bloc where 
the daily measu re of Western re­ 
sponses, 
or lack of responses, 
is charted 
as 
carefu lly 
as a 
spu tnik in flight. 
It mu st hav e been a sou rce 
of satisfaction in Moscow to hav e 
Mr. 
Kennedy 
agree with 
Mr.

Monroe 
Doctrine is dead” at least to the 
ex tent that the President indicat­ 
ed that it wou ld be u nju stifiable 
to apply it to Cu ba u nder present 
circu mstances.

A crisis of abu ndance appears 
to threaten science today . 
In 
some fields, the scientists hav e 
designed 
beau tifu l 
ex periments 
that generate too mu ch data, more 
information than the scientists or 
their compu ters can conv eniently 
analy ze. 


Take the satellites: 
Ex plorer 
XII has radioed back to earth 
measu rements o f the radiation in 
space that fills miles and miles 
of 
magnetic 
tape. 
Tiros, 
t h e 
weather satellite, has taken thou ­ 
sands of clou d photographs 


In nu clear phy sics, the ex pe­ 
rimenters hav e accu mu lated thou ­ 
sands of films of zig-zagging atom­ 
ic particles. In one instance in 
which almost a ton of film flew 
high abov e the earth in a balloon 
to captu re cosmic ray tracks, the 
photos had to be div ided u p am­ 
ong a dozen laboratories for stu ­ 
dy 


Slowly 
the 
scientists 
hav e 
learned to deal with this embar­ 
rassment of riches. And in this ef­ 
fort, electronic compu ters capable 
of handling millions of nu mbers in 
minu tes and hou rs 
hav e 
made 
♦he greatest difference. Compu ters 
made it possible to handle 
and 
analy ze the data from Ex plorer 
XII. 


IN THE CASE of Ex plorer XII, 
the magnetic tapes contained the 
data in the form of magnetic sig­ 
nals that are as easily "read” as 
a home 
tape 
recorder reads a 
sy mphony . So electronic compu t­ 
ers can manipu late these signals. 
With the Tiras pictu res, the sci­ 
entists hav e another problem. In 
the first place they hav e to locate 
the clou d pictu re on a world or 
continental map. Usu ally the map 
is a Mercator projection, the fa­ 
miliar one in which Greenland 
falsely looks bigger than Au stral­ 
ia. The matching problem takes 
hou rs to accomplish. 
Howev er, R. E. Mach and T. L. 
Gardner at the International Bu si­ 
ness Machines Federal Sy stems 
Div ision Command Control Center 
at Kingston, N. Y., hav e dev el­ 
oped a sy stem for matching the 
films to the map by u sing a 
compu ter. 
One machine u sing electric ey es 
reads the pictu re spot by spot, 
somewhat in the way a telev ision 
camera su rv ey s its field of v iew. 
The 
compu ter 
than 
compu tes 
where each spot shou ld be placed 
to make the photo conform to the 
Mercator 
projection 
and 
then 
shines a tiny light on film to make 
a new pictu re. 
The sy stem works bu t it may 
be too ex pensiv e to u se in fu tu re 
weather satellite programs. 
An 
easier method u nder consideration 
is to draw the grid lines of the 
Mercator 
map on the original 
pictu re. For technical reasons this 
might be simpler to do. 
The second problem is tou gher. 
A weatherman can look at a clou d 
formation and sea it- in a pat­ 
tern. His brain can associate su ch 
patterns with others he has seen 
and soon he gets some idea of 
the clou d pattern and dev elop­ 
ment. Bu t to do this he mu st ex ­ 
amine hu ndreds of pictu res. 
Can clou d patterns be su bmitted 
to analy sis0 Some efforts hav e 
been partially su ccessfu l and the 
» cientists press forward hard be 
cau se within a few y ear* they will 


hav e the nimbu s weather satellites 
which will giv e them new pictu res 


and in greater nu mber. 


THIS SAME problem of pattern 
recognition plagu es the atomic 
phy sicists, who mu st ex amine the 
tracks of particles plowing throu gh 
the film or pictu res of particles 
speeding throu gh liq u id hy drogen 
and moist air. Su ch a photo u su al­ 
ly contains many tracks of many 
particles. 
Most 
of the tracks 
are 
or­ 
dinary , bu t one ou t of thou sands 
may be important, heralding the 
discov ery of a new atomic particle 


or a new property of an old par­ 
ticle. 
To ex amine these photos, the 
phy sicists 
hire 
u ndergradu ates 
and hou sewiv es who su rv ey the 
pictu res in a cru de way . Then the 
ex perts go ov er them and make 
the measu rements. 
What they need — more than 
any more atom smashers — is a 
way to analy ze 
speedily these 
thou sands of films. One phy sicist 
told me su ch a method wou ld 
be worth a Nobel Prize. I believ e 
him, I hav e seen the pictu res and 
the thou ght of spending hou rs and 
day s pou ring ov er the tangle of 
lines makes me cringe.
